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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE

The primary reason for allowance claims 1 and 5 is that the prior art of record does not teach a 
control mechanism having a take-up mechanism or a rewinding roller mechanism and a rear feeding 
device including a rear tension mechanism for monitoring and controlling rewinding of the fed material as 
argued by applicant (Remarks, page 17, first paragraph).
